Launching Festive 
R.I.D.E. Season 

Hie Festive R.I.D.E. season was launched provincially 
on November 21, and South Simcoe Police are among 
the police services that will be cracking down on drinking 
drivers, during the holiday season. 

South Simcoe Police have dedicated a team of 6 officers to 
the Reduce Impaired Driving Everywhere initiative - to be 
augmented by Overtime officers, thanks to a $16,000 grant 
from the Ministry of Community Safety and Correctional 
services. 

“Impaired driving is the leading criminal cause of death in 
Canada," says Staff Sgt. Steve Wilson. “We will not tolerate 
this behaviour and are committed to keeping our roadways 
safe through the pro-active R.I.D.E. initiative." 

Last year, during the 2012 Festive R.I.D.E. campaign. 

South Simcoe Police stopped 7,530 vehicles, and 
apprehended 34 impaired drivers. Officers administered 
558 roadside breath tests, and issued 48 three-day 
suspension for drivers registering a WARN. 

Unfortunately, the numbers were up from 2011, when 20 
Impaired charges were laid. 

“It is disappointing, but we remain committed to keeping 
our roadways safe,” says Sgt. Wilson. 

South Simcoe Police wifi once again have an additional 
tool thanks to support from KIA Canada - a 2014 Kia 
Sorento, that will be used as a support vehicle, to transport 
equipment and officers to R.I.D.E. checkpoints. The mobile 
Command Post which is equipped with an Intoxilizer 
device,will also be used. 

"The Provincial government has taken very aggressive 
steps to curb impaired driving in recent years. This includes 
escalating sanctions for wam-range drivers, ignition 
interlocks and immediate 90 day suspensions for those 
charged with Impaired driving. Despite these legislative 
changes, we continue to see drivers make selfish choices 
and operate a motor vehicle after consuming alcohol,” says 
Wilson. “Drivers can make the right choice and plan an 
alternate way home. This could include a friend, taxi, public 
transit or a driving service. 

"For drivers who refuse to make alternate plans, South 
Simcoe Police-will be conducting spot checks nightly to 
remove dangerous drivers from our roadways.” 

At around 9 p.m. on November 25, officers stopped a 
vehicle for a traffic violation in Bradford, and detected an

2014 Police Budget down 2.91% 


The South Simcoe Police 
Service and Bradford West 
Gwillimbury-Innisfil Police 
Services Board are on track to 
achieving the budget reduction 
promised during the Police 
Costing process. 

Police Services Board Chair 
Lori Boudreau presented the 
2014 Operating Budget to 
BWG Council on November 
19, noting that the $15,726,903 
total represents a 2.91% 
decrease from 2013. 

Boudreau said the reduction 
is a result of the retirement 
of leases, and a decrease in 
salaries “reflecting ongoing 
reorganization of the service.” 
Through redeployment, the 
Service has been able to defer 
the hiring of 3 additional sworn 
officers, and through attrition, 
has seen the number of Civilian 
employees drop from 43 to 36. 

The Chair also repeated a 


request for the establishment of 
a Police Capital Reserve Fund, 
that would allow the South 
Simcoe Police to purchase 
instead of lease police vehicles. 
“Operational leases are costly," 
said Boudreau. “The goal is to 
retire all leasing costs by 2017.” 

The Service is asking for the 
2012 Police Budget surplus of 
$231,574, and 2013 surplus of 
about $242,000 to be set aside 
in a capital reserve, totalling 
$473,574. 

Boudreau said the Police plan 
to use $282,285 to purchase 
new cruisers in 2014, and 
$120,000 for new Niche 
software that also promises 
administrative savings. With 
the addition of $93,000 already 
been used to purchase 3 
vehicles, the total capital 
request for the coming year is 
$495,285 - resulting in a $21,711 
shortfall that "we are seeking 


from the municipalities.” 

South Simcoe Police Chief 
Rick Beazley provided further 
information on the cost of 
vehicle leases, and on planned 
future capital requests. 

He explained that plans to 
purchase 12 new cruisers each 
year, eliminating leases, would 
begin to produce savings as 
soon as 2016. 

“I'm sure we can save, moving 
forward," he said. 

“The operating budget is at 
the level the Chief said it would 
be when we went through the 
costing process,” said Mayor 
Doug White, pointing out 
that the Capital budget would 
be covered by Police budget 
surpluses - and suggesting 
that the Service should find 
the additional $21,711 needed 
within its own budget. 

Chief Beazley agreed, and 
Council received the Budget. 


Grant for Matthews House Hospice approved by the Town 


The Town of Bradford West 
Gwillimbury has voted to 
support a grant application 
from Matthews House Hospice. 

The Hospice, located on Hwy. 
89 near Alliston, provides grief 
and bereavement counselling 
and end-of-life support for 
residents of South Simcoe west 


of Hwy. 400. 

Currently, Matthews House 
receives only 7% of its budget 
from the Central Local Health 
Integration Network and the 
province. For the rest, it relies 
on donations. 

Deputy Mayor Rob Keffer 
recommended providing 


financial support to Matthews 
House, and urged Council to 
lobby the Central LHIN and the 
Province to provide adequate 
funding. 

Councillor Ron Simpson 
proposed a grant of $7,200 to 
cover the cost of a nurse for one 
month. Council voted in favour. 



Arrest in Stroud 
armed robbery 

South Simcoe Police report that at 
about 3:38 p.m. on November 22, a 
lone male entered the Peoples Credit 
Union branch in Stroud, Innisfil, and 
robbed it at gun point. The suspect 
fled on foot, with an undisclosed 
amount of money. No-one was 
injured. The suspect was described 
as white, large build, wearing dark 
clothing, and a mask covering his face. 

A search of the area by Police and the 
K-9 Unit immediately following the 
robbery was unsuccessful, however 
Criminal Investigations Bureau was 
able to identify a suspect. 

The suspect was tracked to the 
Windsor area around 10 p.m. later 
that evening. Essex County OPP and 
Windsor Police were notified, and 
the suspect was arrested and taken 
into custody after a brief car chase in 
Windsor. A handgun and cash were 
recovered in the suspect's vehicle. 

A 54 year old Barrie male is facing 
charges of Robbery, Assault with a 
Weapon, and Weapons Dangerous 
to the Public Peace. He was held 
overnight for a Bail hearing back in 
Barrie Court. 



Distracted driving 

South Simcoe Police have wrapped 
up a Distracted Driving campaign, 
November 18-24. During the 
campaign, 61 charges were issued 
under the Distracted Driving 
legislation, and 21 charges for other 
Highway Traffic Act Offences. 

Operation Full Focus was the 2nd 
such campaign conducted by the 
South Simcoe Police this year. In May, 
the Service laid a total of 44 Distracted 
Driving charges, for holding a hand¬ 
held communications device - a sign 
that the problem isn’t going away. 

Distracted Driving is ranked among 
the top 3 most dangerous behaviours 
on Ontario roadways - up there with 
Impaired driving, and speeding. 
Numerous studies have confirmed 
that a distracted driver is 4 times more 
likely to be involved in a collision. 

Industrial accidents 

Police were kept busy on Nov. 20, with 
a series of industrial accidents, all in 
the Town of Innisfil. One worker was 
showered with glass when a large light 
bulb broke; a second suffered a cut to 
his foot when some machinery shifted; 
a third lacerated his hand with a saw. 
None of the injuries was considered 
serious, but the Ministry of Labour 
was notified. All 3 workers were taken 
to hospital for assessment. 
























Finance Minister in Bradford 


The York-Simcoe Provincial Liberal 
Association held a fundraiser in 
Bradford, November 21 atLusitano 
Restaurant and Banquet Hall - 
welcoming Provincial Finance 
Minister Charles Sousa as guest 
speaker. Liberal supporters paid $250 
apiece for the opportunity to meet 
with the Minister, and hear his take on 
Ontario’s economic recovery. 

The Minister noted that in his 25 
years of banking experience, he 
found that encouraging partnerships 
between government and business, 
and addressing the issues that face 
families, resulted in 
greater investment 
and economic 
impact - focussing or 
fiscal responsibility 
“but also the social 
balance.” 

That is, he said, the 
approach that the 
Provincial Liberals 
have taken. “We’ve 
got to make long-term investments 
that will be a benefit,” Sousa said. 

"We must encourage those strong 
fundamentals in Ontario... Austerity, 
in a very balanced manner.” 

He suggested that the Opposition 
"don’t get that in order to succeed, we 
must invest.” Sousa outlined some of 
the spending contained in the budget 
- including money to promote Youth 
employment, and $35 Billion over the 
next 5 years to invest in “strategic” 
infrastructure, including roads, 
bridges and transit. 

“Investment in infrastructure is 
critical,” he said. "It’s costing us $6 
Billion a year, in investments lost.” 

He also described some of the new 
initiatives being explored to generate 
funds - including Green Bonds, and a 
Trillium Trust, comprising funds from 
the sale of assets. 

“It’s not about more government. It’s 
about more opportunity.” That said, 
the Minister insisted, “I don’t want to 
talk about the Economy. I want to talk 
about why we do what we do. We are 
compassionate

the Opposition. "On one hand, the 
Progressive Conservatives want to take 
it away - huge cuts. On the other hand, 
the NDP want to give it away - reckless 
spending." 

Sousa was asked if Ontario would 
recover its manufacturing base. 

“We can’t compete on labour, we 
can't compete on the dollar, energy 
inputs were going up... and our major 
market, the U.S., was drying up. That's 
how we got hit right away” in the 
Recession, he said, suggesting that the 
introduction of new manufacturing 
processes, a focus on IT and on sectors 
like aerospace, are 
what will give Ontario 
a competitive edge. 
“The old smokestacks 
don’t cut it any more.” 
The Finance Minister 
was also asked about 
Pension Reform. 
"Almost 60% of 
Ontarians don’t have a 
pension. Many aren't 
investing in RSPs,” he said, and those 
who do have defined benefit pensions 
are worried about shrinking value. 

Sousa noted that all too many Middle 
class seniors may find themselves with 
only the $ 12,100 per year provided by 
the Canada Pension Plan. “That’s not 
enough. That’s a problem.” 

He has been working with the 
provinces to develop an understanding 
with the Provinces “that something 
needs to be done now’; before the start 
of another economic cycle. Next month 
Premiers will meet with the Federal 
Finance Minister at Meech Lake, to 
discuss at least a modest adjustment of 
the CPP, he said. 

"These are nation-building exercises, 
and Ontario is leading the way on 
many issues,” Sousa concluded - 
adding that if the Feds are unreceptive 
to pension reform, "we’ll look at a 
made-in-Ontario plan."

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A new bridge for Newton Robinson 


In 2012, the Town of Bradford West 
Gwiilimbury retained GHD Inc. to carry out a 
Class Environmental Assessment for the old 
Newton Robinson Bridge, on the 10th Line west 
of County Rd. 27. 

An engineering report has identified the 
T-beam concrete structure, built circa 1921, 
as “the oldest structure of all types in the 
municipality,” and in need of immediate repairs 
or replacement. The structure is “in very poor 
condition” with corrosion and cracking of the 
concrete beams, spalling of the concrete, and 
damaged or missing handrails. The bridge is 
rated for a 10 tonne limit. 

A Public Information Centre was held 
November 25 to present the recommendations of 
the consulting engineers. 

The existing single-lane bridge is old enough 
to be considered a heritage structure, and two of 
the options looked at preserving as much of the 
old bridge as possible, through “adaptive reuse” 

- moving the road to the north or south, and 
retaining the Newton Robinson bridge as part of 
a pedestrian trail. 

In the end, the recommendation was for the 
complete replacement of the bridge. “Adaptive 
reuse” posed environmental challenges, had 
a greater impact on adjacent homes, required 
acquisition of property, and had a significantly 

The preferred option, presented on Monday 
night, called for die replacement of the existing 
bridge, which has a span of 10.7 metres and 
width of 5.56 metres, with a new bridge that 
would span 25 metres - accommodating high 
water in the Penville Creek - and 10.6 metres 
wide, enough for 2 lanes of traffic, plus a 1.2 


metre “recovery” lane. The cost is expected to be 
about $1.7 million. 

Several residents dropped by the PIC to learn 
more about the plans. The consensus: they liked 
the idea of a new bridge, as long as their taxes 
won’t go up 

The Town has applied for funding for the 
Newton Robinson Bridge replacement from 
the Small, Rural and Northern Municipality 
Infrastructure Fund. The Town is asking for 
$850,000 - 50% of the cost. 

It's the second time BWG has asked for 
provincial help for the bridge. In 2012, the 
Town applied under Mill - the Municipal 
Infrastructure Investment Initiative - but was 
turned down. At the time, the pool of money for 
the entire province was $50 million. The current 
grant fund has $100 million available in 2013-14 
to “help address critical road, bridge, water and 
wastewater projects.” 

Municipalities can apply for only 1 project, with 
funding of up to 90% available, to a maximum of 
$2 million. BWG is asking for 50% to demonstrate 
"a willingness to be equal partners with the 
province," a report to Council explained, and to 
increase the likelihood of receiving funding. 

Residents also wanted to know when the 10th 
Line would be improved - something beyond the 
scope of the Environmental Assessment.

In fact, it became a race against time, 
to record the stories of aging veterans, 
some of whom passed away before the 
book was published; their biographies 
are marked with a special notation. 

On November 11 - Remembrance Day 
- the Historical Society held a “Salute to 



Veterans" at the Innisfil Town Hall, and 
launched the new book. 

Its 465 pages are filled with history, 
anecdotes, and period photos - family 
groups, men and women in uniform. 
Many veterans and their families 
attended the launch - buying copies, 
and immediately checking their own 
stories, before reading the articles 
on friends and 
neighbours. 

"This book was 
created to honour 
the veterans of 
Innisfil," Wice said. 
“Thank you for 
trusting us with 
your personal 
stories.” 

MP Peter Van 
Loan also thanked the veterans, on 
Remembrance Day, for stepping up 
when their country called. "People put 
their lives on the line, not for people 
we know, not for our homeland... but 
for humanity "And while he praised 
the Committee for their hard work, he 
noted, "This book was really written by 
the lives of people who served.”

Holland St. nightmare 

To the editor: We were at the Public 
Information Centre for the Holland Street 
reconstruction, Nov. 6, and raised the following 
concerns with Mayor Doug White: 

1. Emergency vehicles. On any normal day, 
the traffic jam on Holland St. East between 
Dissette St. and Barrie St. has always been 
problematic. To business owners and residents 
of Holland St. East, the traffic situation we 
struggle with on a daily basis - especially 
during rush hours or when there is a collision 

- is unreasonable and unacceptable. If the 4 
lanes were reduced to 2, and someone needs 
medical assistance, can you tell us how the 
emergency vehicles get to us - let alone in time 
to get the help we need? Every second counts, 
especially when it comes to heart attack. 

The traffic is far worse in winter, when huge 
transport trucks are stuck on the road due 
to bad conditions, awaiting tow trucks that 
could take 1-2 hours - making the backlog 
worse than ever. Under those circumstances, 
can you tell us how emergency vehicles reach 
the most vulnerable, when there is only one 
lane that could be blocked by accidents, rush 
hour traffic or the breakdown of a transport 
truck? Can you assure us that if there was only 
one lane each way our safety would not be 
j eopardized? If you cannot provide us with the 
assurance, why would you put our lives at risk, 
or compromise the emergency service we are 
entided to, as a resident and taxpayer? 

2. Traffic. Since 1975, we have owned a 
business on Holland St. East; we have resided 
in the area for over 6 years. We have first hand- 
experience of the existing traffic conditions. 

As it stands, traffic is bad enough, and there 

is a demand for road expansion. Newmarket 
is growing and is widening Davis Drive 
from 4 lanes to 6, a profound decision made 
professionally. Yet our Town is choosing to 
do otherwise, reducing the lanes by half, and 
expecting improvement in traffic flow. It’s 
unheard of, that one would see improvement 


when you have more traffic but fewer lanes. It’s 
going to be nothing but a nightmare for us, for 
many years to come. 

3. Business. If the project proceeds as 
planned, there will be a direct impact on our 
business. There would be fewer parking spaces 
for our customers, and our delivery trucks 
would face tremendous problems in getting 
the goods delivered to us. Can you provide 
us with a solution, so that we don’t lose our 
business, and delivery trucks can deliver the 
goods to us in a timely fashion?

Learning life-saving CPR 



If you could save a life, would you? 

That was the question posed by the 
County of Simcoe Paramedic Services 
and Heart & Stroke Foundation on 
Saturday, Nov. 23, during 
Save-A-Life CPR Day. 

Thirty-three Simcoe 
County residents 
answered with a 
resounding “yes” signing 
up for a morning training 
session at the Bradford 
Community Centre. 

The CPR Level A 
training course was free, 
with a donation of a non- 
perishable food item for 
the local food bank, and 
covered adult and child 
CPR, choking, and use of 
an Automated External 
Defibrillator, or AED. 

The trainees watched 
a video, which 
demonstrated the 
patterns of breathing 
and chest compressions 
that are now standard 
for CPR, or Cardiopulmonary 
Resuscitation: two breaths, “just 
enough air to make the chest rise" 
followed by 30 "hard and fast" chest 
compressions. 

They practised on special dummies, 
and watched a demonstration of the 
AED, now found in over 600 arenas, 


schools and other public places in 
Simcoe County, through the PAD or 
Public Access Defibrillator program. 
That’s because CPR, combined 

with the use of 
a defibrillator, 
provides the 


approximately 
45,000 cases of 
sudden cardiac 

Canada each year. 
For every minute 
without help, the 
chance of survival 
drops 7 to 10%. 

In fact, the 
survival rate of 
victims outside of 
a hospital setting has been less than 
5%; with CPR and AEDs, the chance of 
survival improves by up to 75%.

Scott Wood’s Country Christmas 


To say Scott Woods grew up in a musical 
family is an understatement. 

Dad Merv Woods began taking lessons in 
violin at the age of 4. A classically-trained 
violinist, he also played saxophone - and began 
performing professionally in 1944, at the age of 
12. He launched the Merv Woods 
Orchestra by 1950, playing old-time 
fiddle music, and swing. 

In 1956 a young pianist named 
Carolyn Dyer joined the band, and 
began touring. Granddaughter of 
the legendary fiddler Charlie Dyer, 
she married Merv in 1960. 

They had four children - Scott was 
the youngest - and all four began 
violin lessons at an early age. “Dad 
always believed you needed the 
classical training. You need the 
foundation, to be able to play in 
tune, and in time,” Scott said. 

But as a reward for slogging through the scales 
and etudes, Merv would also teach them “the 
fun stuff" - the jigs and reels of country music. 

By the time Scott was 8, he was playing with 
the Merv Woods Orchestra, on drums. "I had 
quite an exposure to big band music, swing 
music,” he says, but also to old-time fiddle 
music, accompanying other members of the 
family to the Canadian Open Championship 
fiddle contests in Shelburne, Ontario. 

He was 8 when he entered his first 
competition there, winning the 12 & Under 
fiddle champion-ship - the first of many 
awards. He has won 18 & Under, the Novelty 
Class three times, the Duet Class 3 times 
with sister Kendra, the Open Championship, 


the Canadian Masters, but has no trouble 
identifying his most meaningful title. 

"When I was about 12 or 13,1 wrote on a 
piece of paper... I’d win the Canadian Open,” 
like Graham Townsend, Elmer Townsend, and 
Donny Reid. It wasn't until 1993, at the age of 
22, that he took the title. 

“That was the goal, that was my 
dream, that was my Mt. Everest,” 
he says. And although he has won 
plenty of other awards, it remains 
his sweetest win. 

Scott took over his dad’s orchestra 
in the 1980s, and has been touring 
with the Scott Woods Band ever 
since. On Saturday, December 7, 
the band will bring their brand- 
new Country Christmas Show to 
Bradford, featuring old-time fiddle 
and country music, seasonal songs, 
inspirational stories, step dancing, 
trick fiddling and more, 7 p.m. at St. John's 
Presbyterian Church, 10 Sideroad at the 8th 
Line BWG. 

Woods will be joined by sister Kendra, 

2013 Bluegrass Guitar Player of the Year 
Steve Piticco, drummer Wes Dymond, Bruce 
Timmins on base, and Amanda Maclnnis - a 
triple threat, who sings, fiddles and stepdances. 
"She just steals the show every night.”

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Bulls ride high in the rankings

The Bradford Bulls Junior ‘A’ hockey club pulled within 6 
points of tying the Greater Metro Hockey League-leading 
Seguin Huskies, with a well-earned 7-3 home victory over 
the Toronto Blue Ice Jets at Bradford’s Bob Fallis Arena on 
November 20th. 

The Bulls currently sit in 4th place in the GMHL standings, 
with a record of 18-3-2 through 23 games. The victory over 
the Ice Jets marked the end of Bradford’s 2-game losing 
streak - when the team dropped down a few spots in the 
overall standings. 

Last week, the Bulls were outscored by a combined 13-5, 
in losses to Temiscaming and Seguin. Bradford opened the 
season with a tremendous 15-game winning streak - but 
going into Wednesday's match, they were on the losing end 
in 4 of their last 7 games. 

Coach Ryan Wood suggested that losing a few games can 
reap great benefits for a hockey club in the long run. “I'm 
really not a believer of long winning streaks,” said Wood. 

“I feel that it gives off a bad vibe and players sometimes 
become overconfident. It’s important that good teams lose 
a few games here and there, to bring them back down to 

In Wednesday's meeting, 

Toronto forward Mark Rozanov 
drew first blood at 2:39 of the 
first period, giving the Ice Jets 
an early lead after the Bulls 
got off to another sluggish 
start. Toronto owned puck 
possession for a better part of 
the stanza, but Bradford rallied 
before the first period had 

This wasn’t the first time that 
the Bulls had been outplayed by 
their opponent in the opening 
minutes of a match. Coach 
Wood addressed his team’s 
inability to establish an identity 
during the first 10-20 minutes 
of many hockey games this 
season. 

“We’ve had a lot of trouble 
finding our legs early in games 
this season,” said Wood. "We’re 
slow starters, but we have had 
tremendous success in the second and third periods.” 

Bradford Captain Dalton Mills tied the game with Just 
under 2 minutes remaining in the first, popping a quick 
wrist shot from the slot and into the back of the goal. Forty- 
three seconds later, forward Aleksejs Dokutovich whipped 
the puck from just beyond the blue line, somehow finding 
its way through a maze of bodies and under the blocking 
arm of Toronto goalie Spyros Koskins, for a 2-1 Bradford 

The frame ended in a 2-2 tie. 

Fredrick Surrey helped Bradford reclaim the lead at 7:42 
of the 2nd period, notching his third goal of the season. 
Then Toronto got into penalty trouble. The Ice Jets were 
whistled down three times within a minute-and-a-half 
timespan, sending the Bulls off on a full, two-minute 5-on- 
3 power play. After some excellent passing by the Bulls, 
forward Nikita Litviak connected on a one-timer from the 
left circle, blasting the puck over Koskin’s glove hand, off 
the cross bar and into the back of the goal at 13:22 of the 
period. It was Litviak’s 14 th goal of the campaign. 

Bulls winger Dalton Anderson added an insurance goal 
with just under three minutes remaining in the second - 
and it was a 5-2 game. Bradford took control, feeding off 
Toronto turnovers. The shots were 26-18 in favour of the 
Bulls after two periods. 



'We played a very physical game in the second and 
third periods,” said Coach Wood. “We had a lot of puck 
possession and we were able to minimize neutral zone 
turnovers as a result." 

Toronto dominated the first few minutes of the 3rd, but 
Bradford goalie Valee Quachegan acted as a brick wall, 
turning aside a flurry of Toronto shots. Jets defenceman 
Dallas Ingram managed to snap the puck past Quachegan 
at 4:50 of period, but that’s as close as Toronto would get. 
Dalton Anderson and Valteri Pelinen tallied for the Bulls 
at 8:48 and 14:24 of the third, en route to a respectable 7-3 
Bradford victory. 

Quachegan stopped 25 shots in his fifth victory of 
the season. Bradford's number one goaltender, Sergey 
Bolshakov, watched the game from file bench after starting 
in fifteen of the Bulls’ first 23 games. Bolshakov is the 
team's designated goalie - but Quachegan has solidified 
his reputation as a reliable back-up. The native of Moose 
Factory has a 5-0-0 record, along with a promising .951 
save percentage and 1.63 goals against average [GAA], 

"He's a very good goalie, and he has played great for us 
this season,” said Wood. "We can’t play Sergey every game, 
so it’s nice to have a strong 
back-up goaltender as well. We 
gave him an opportunity to play 
against one of the best teams 
in the league [Ice Jets] and he 
earned the victory.” 

The Ice Jets are the 5th-best 
team in the GMHL, and sit just 3 
points behind the Bulls. Bradford 
has been known to upset some of 
the best teams in the league this 
season. They handed first-place 
Seguin (22-1-0) their only loss 
of the year, and were one of two 
teams to defeat the 3rd-seeded 
Temiscaming Titans (19-2-1). 

Coach Wood is preparing the 
Bulls for an important hockey 
showcase in Toronto, beginning 
the week of December 17th. 11 of 
the top teams in the GMHL will 
face off, with college/university 
scouts in attendance. It’s a great 
opportunity for players to get 
noticed. 

Overall, Wood feels satisfied at his team’s placement in the 
standings after 23 games. He believes that file Bulls will be 
strong contenders for the championship when the playoffs 
begin this spring.
